.The first step toward drafting 
general 
salary ordinance 
providing 
for the remuneration of various em 
ployes of the city waK taken W ed­ 
nesday 
evening, 
when 
Councilmen 
Shaffer. AugusUne and H insdale were 
named as a committee to go over the 
w ages and salaries of city em ployes 
and submit In their report such in­ 
formation as will be needed by the 
solicitor in preparing the legislation. 
Solicitor Scott stated T h u rsd ay that 
; while he had contemplated drafting a 
I general ordinance which would cover 
every salary and wage paid in 
the 
city, he will probably in the near fu 
lure prepare legislation fixing th** aal | 
aries only of tho*,, whose remunera 
tion Is not now fixed by legislation, 
and leave until som e later 
tim e a 
predicted general shakeup in salaries 
paid In the Quaker City. 


No more conclusive evidence of the

phthisis pulmonalis, 9; aiwvplexia, 7; 
cancer, 8. 
A very even division is m aintained 
as to sex In both th** birth and death 
rate for the year, the report showing 
the birth of 113 m ales and 111 fe­ 
males, and the d**ath of 74 males and 
71 females. The First ward has the 
credit of having had as many births 
as any two other wards in the city, 
while the F ourth ward led in the n u m ­ 
ber of deaths, with the First a close 
second 
Contagion was distributed in 
the various wards as follows;
